THE TORNADO'S WRECK. 


Corgree+man Little Tells the Story of Wash. 
ington Court-House, 
Wasuixotron C. H., September 11.—Con- 
giessman John Little, who has been heretwo 
cays examining into the situation of affairs, 
bes mace the following statement: 
_ ‘the destruction bere is not so generally sweep- 
ing asatJsemestown, butis vastly greater. The 
general courte of the tornado was from southwest 
to northeast through the center of the city. Its 
gcneral width was about 606 feet, with occasional 
breaks tothe rightorthe left. In its course of 
amile and haif inthe town, the business por- 
tion suffered most. The damages vary from the 
(battering of windows to ever stage of demo- 
liticn If asingle house in this portion escaped 
barm I have nov noticed the exception. The dam- 
age to buildings was $60,000; the damage to the 
goc Csin these buildings will not fall short of $20,- 
CLO. Noclessof property escaped. They fa'l most 
laigely, but not most disastrousty, 
upon the business men. The daevastation 
will be most severely felt by the poor, who have 
come in for their full share. I should Bay as 
maby asforty houses ae by poor families 
were niter}y demolished. The relief committee 
eftimates (iorall the sub committees have not yet 
1 ported) thatone bundred families wiil need 
assistance !ecause Of losses incurred. Some, as I 
know from personal obseryation, are rendered 
destitute. Numbers of persons are on the streets 
in borrowed clothing. The business men, as a 
rule, will be heavily burdened to make their own 
nectessery repairs. Aid, for the suffering poor 
must, therefore,come from outside sources. It 
will require many thourands of dollars to allevi- 
aie the suflering, and there should be no delay 
in furnishing it. There ie no _ reluctance 
tmong the citizens to ask for outside 
assistance. Theyshouldnot be required to ask, 
itehould come without asking avd comegracious- 
jy. The winteris close at hand,and the relief 
committee,which isa most excellent one, will 
baveallitcan do withall the needed funds at 
baud to provide shelter forthe needy by the time 
the cold weather setsin. Every dollar sent to the 
cbai:man, Colonel H. B. Maynard, Washington 
ccurtbouse, Ohio, will be conscientiously appiied 
to tLe relief of the ncedy.

Vheeling Creek coal mines, there has been 
much ill feeling between the old drivers and 
the men who filled their places. Last night 
two of the strikers were seriously wounded. 
Later a crowd of miners and others attempted 
to tear down the house of Isaac Jones, one of 
the new heulera. Jones fired into the crowd, 
seriously wounding }rank Eiclicker and Ber- 
nerd Comer. Eferious trouble is now feared. 

Snamokin, Pa., September 11.—The miners 
employed at the Enterprise colliery demanded 
theenforcement of the new miae law, which 
says the operators shall cut and deliver tim- 
ber to the most convenient part of the mine 
free ofcharge. The operators offered to com- 
ply, but at thesame time ordered a reduction 
ot 50 cents per yard. The miners refused to 
accept the reduction and went out on a strike 
today. This makesthe third colliery, em- 
ploying altogether 1,000 men and boys, idle 
from this cause, and itis expected that the 
mipvers ina number of other collieries will 
stop work.

Tbe Pusinets inthe Third Auditor’s Offics Beought 
Upto Date—Some Curious Observations—Tho 
Fresicent Holds «a Levee— admiral 
Joustt’s Letter Replied To 


Wasernotox, September 11.—The president 
today appointed Moses A. Hopkins, of North 
Cerolina, to be minister resident and consul 
general of the Unised States to Liberia. To 
be consuls of the United States: Henry W. 
Gilbert, of New York, at Trieste: James 
M. Rosse, of Now York, at Three Rivers,

JOULETT MUST PAY HIS OWN BILLS. 

Second Controller Maynard has wrilten a 
reply to Admiral Jouett in re 
gard to the item of $400 paid 
fer the entertainment of visitors to the flagship 
sepbessee, atthe New Orleans exposition, in 
which be reviews the whole question in the 
light of the points raised by the admiral in 
defense of the expenditure. He takes issue 
with the admiral on the point that the expendi- 
ture could properly be made from the naval 
contingent fund, and quotes from a decision 
mede by Attorney-General Devins, that the 
words, “Contingent expenses as used in the 
appropriation act meaxs such incidental casual 
€xXpeLecs as are necessary, or at least appro- 
priate or convenient, in order tothe perform- 
ance of the duties required by the 
department or the office for which 
the appropriation is made.” The 
comptroller says he bas been unable to find 
any law which —— either the navy de- 
partment or any officer of the navy, to enter- 
tain public officials at the expense of tho gov- 
ernment, and adds that he cannot assent to 
ithe admiral’s statement that it has been the 
practice of the accounting officers to allow 
euch disbursements under the head of contin- 
gent cr extraordinary expenses. But whatever 
the practice in this respect may have been, he 
says it will be conceded that if unlawful it 
cannot be too promptly discontinued. The 
ccm ptroller says further that if the money was 
recetyed by Admiral Jouett, without rightfal 
sutbority, he must be mistaken in his view 
that the action of the accounting officers in 
directing the amount to ba charged to him in 
bis psy account, is unauthorized and unpre- 
cedented, as the jurisdiction is expressly con- 
ferred on the accounting officers to make set- 
ofis of this character, by sections 226 and 1766 
of the revised statutes, and chapter 149 of the 
laws of 1876. The comptroller adds that the 
records ofthe treasury department will bear 
him cut in the statement that from time im- 
memorial it has been the practice, when a 
public officer has received money belonging 
tothe government, to which he was for any 
reason not entitled, make stoppage in his pay 
accounts until the amount illegally received 
has been made good. In closing the comp- 
troller says that if the admiral conceives that 
any yart of hia ss}ery isuviustly wiihho'd he 
can prosecute &n actian therefor in the anpro. 
priate general tribunal, where all the safe- 
guards of trial according to the forms of com- 
mon law will be insured to him, aud where 
the legality ofthe expeonditare in question can 
be fully litigated without referring to 
the action of the accounting officers. 

THE THIRD AUDITOR’8S OFFICE. 

Colonel Jehn 8. Williams, third auditor of 
the trearury, today addressed a letter to the 
secretary of the treasury, stating that on the 
ist of May last, when he assumed ths office of 
third eudilor, it was notorious that the busi- 
ners of the office was largely in arrears, the 
plea being that the clerical force wa; not suf- 
ficient for the prompt dispatch of work. The 
pension division was nearly a year behind in 
its examination, and the settlement of the 
accounts of petision agents involving thesum 
of $75,967,885, and the grand totalof unset- 
tled acccunts was $703,527,017, and some of 
the work was two years behind. In the short 
space of four months, endingon the 3lst of 
August, and without increasing the clerical 
force, Auditor Williams saysthe accounts of 
a’! pension agents have, been examined and set- 
tled up to the first of Juno last, and the clerks 
in the division are now examining and set- 
tling the accounte of the last quarter, which 
is tbe current work. The auditor says the 
improvement in theefilciency ofthe clerks 
bas been very great, andin this connection, 
bowever, it may be stated thatsince the 4th 
of Merch there appears to have been an as- 
tonishing improvement in the health of the 
clerks. Last year, with 159 clerks,there were 
1,696 sick days. Today the auditor knows of 
only two clerks who are absent on sick leave. 
As a result of the improved condition of the 
business ot the office, and the fact that 
greater efficiency has obtained, the 
third auditor recommends a_ reduction 
in the clerical force. The law now provides 
for 158 clerks. There are now six vacancies, 
caured by resignation, four of which’need not 
be filled. Theservices of twelve more clerks 
can be dispensed with without injury to the 
public service, making a total reduction of 
sixteen clerks. It isunderstood the auditor’s 
last recommendation will be carried into effect 
tomorrow.

REGULATORS IN FAIRFIBLD. 


4 Landable Effort to Break Up Illicit Later. 
course, 

CHagirston,8.C, September 11.—A full 
eccotnt 0 gmat of the recent doings of 
bands of white regulators in Fairfield county, 
showing that their motive is a determination 
to abolish miscegenation. Last July the reg- 
ulators, composed of the best young men of 
the county, visited a farm near 
Ridgeway, where lived a white family 
ramed Boyles,one of the daughters living 
openly with negro men, Two others kept a 
diereputable house for negroes. The regula- 
tors whipped Boyles, hia wife and two daugh- 
ters, and warned them to leave the country ia 
ten dsys. Boyles begged to be allowed to 
barvest his crop, and on account of his pov- 
erty he was given leave to do so, but in the 
meantime the original order being 
disokeyed the regulators gave 
the family another whipping. Next the regu- 
lators visited parties between Ridgeway and 
Winnsboro and whipped them badly. Lloyd 
Davie, who bas a negro mistress, was next 
visited. Hegotaway. His household furni- 
ture was adly broken up, and his 
colored family warned to quit. 
Tom _ Davis, the richest merchant 
in Itidgeway, reported worth $45,000, was 
given ten deys to quit because he had a negro 
mistress and family. He left his business in 
the bands of his clerks and put out for Missis- 
tippis Ross Williems, living on the other side 
of Ridgeway with a negro woman, was visited 
end showed fight, but was ceverely whipped, 
as was his mistress, and  ordernd 
to leave. About ten families, all mixed, have 
felt the power of the regulators so far. The 
excuse the regulators give is thatthe grand 
jury don’t take cognizance of those living in 
open adultery, because it is so hard to prove 
the existence of such a fact. The people could 
rot be resched by law, and so it 
wes determined to reach the outade of law, 
The chiet ofenders, whether warned cr not, 
are dissoiving their establishiiont and leav- 
ing, aud the fear of exposuroand punishment 
prevails. The regulators disguise themselves 
while vieiting by covering their faces with 
cletbs. No weapons but hickory switches 
have been used.

| THE PURITAN’S SPEED. | 


THE GREAT MARINBCONTEST YS&S- 
TBERDAY., 


The Puritan and the Genesta Speed Over the Course 
inthe Micstof an Immenee Fleet—The Puri- 
ten Keeps Ahead —The Race 4gain Post« 
poned—The Details of the Day 


Naw Yorx,September 11.—The failure of the 
Puritan and the Genesta to make the race for 
the American cup on Monday and Wednesday 
is probably responsible for the decrease. in 
business done by the excursion steamers te- 
day. Very few of the many steamers left 
their piers this morning with a full 
complement of passengers. The Iron steam- 
boat company sent out three this morning and 
the Knickerbocker linetwo. The number of 
private yachts and steamers which left the 
city this morning, was certainly no smaller 
than on Monday. The betting on the result 
of the race was active downtown this morn- 
ing. The odds, while in the mejority ofcases 
favor the luriten, were notas heavy a3 on 
Menday. Thesporting men seem to think 
that wiih the still breezeand heavy sea, the 
Genesta will be able to out sail the Turitan. 
There were a few ollersaoftwotoonein favor 
of the Puritan and found ready takers. , 

It was with grim  forebodings 
their journey would be hopeless, 
that the flees of graceful yachts 
unfurled their canvas last night, and lef; their 
pleassrt anchorege about Staten island and 


headed for the boisterous Ilorseshoe. 
The echooner yachts Resolute, Ti- 
dal Wave, Hytie, Foram,  Estelie, 
Persnza, Varura and Adrian, the sloops 
Thetis and Arrow, and the steam yacht Vision 
a)1 bobbed on the crested waves of the Horse- 
shoe’s trcubled water at midnight, As the 
nigkt sdvanced the wind increased and the 
waves rose higher and higher. The wind blew 
dezd from the northeast, and kept increasing 
from ten miles an hour at supset to nearly fif- 
tecn miles at midnight. This morning broke 
bepefully, and at daybreak there was life and 
bustie on board the yachts. The,.sea was 
heavy then, and the off-shore signal was fly: 
ing frem the staff on the highlands. The 
wird was from noribeast, and blowing at the 
rate of twelve miles an hour, with indications 
of a steady all-day breeze. AtS o’clock none 
of the rsilirg crafts had sterted for the light- 
ehip, although much canvas was spread. The 
schocner yecht America, with General Butler 
on board, was the first boat to arrive at the 
Horseshoe this morning. 
THE RIVAL SHIPS. 

The Puriten end the Genesta were sighted 
eoon afterwards, coming up on port tack, the 
Puritsn from the narrows and the Genesta 
from the west bank. 

A FLAT FAILURE. 

Todsy’s yacht race has proven another flat 
failure, for lack of wind and delay in getting 
the yachts started. Large numbers of steam- 
boats, steam yachts and sailing crafts accom- 
panied the contestants over the course to the 

‘Suter mark, when the Puritan arrived 
at 5:37 tbe Genesta beivg then neariy two 
miles tothe leeward of it. Both yachts were 

towed back to the horseshoe, whence they 
will stert at about ten o’clock tomorrow mora- 

The start was made todev at 11:35 ina 
frc OM vredve frotd the nerthéast and an uZly 
estterly swell. 

WHAT IS THE REASON? 

“Where is the Jonah hereon the Genesta?”’ 
arcked Mr. Tams, of the regatta committee, of 
Sir Richsrd Sutton, at 9 o’clock tonight, after 
lciting go the Ggnesta tow line in the horseshoe 
She had been towed in from the sea after the 
third unsuccessful attempt to sail the first race 
in the series for America’s cup. 

“IT am sure I don’t know,” replied Sir 
Richard, despordently, ‘‘l suppose we must 
try egain,’ 

If not for the delay in putting the crews and 
officers inthe yachis from the judges’ boat, 
many think the race might have been sailed 
todey within the time limit of seven hours. 
In theearly morning the sky gave every 
promise ot a good vreeze for a contest of su- 
perb yachting. Hundreds of people were 
early estir end flocking to the steamboat docks, 
each with bigh hopes for the success of 
his favorite boat. A larger number of yacht- 
men anatheir friends than usual left pier 3, 
East river, on the committee boat Luckeaback, 
et 8:15 this morning, and all were certain that 
the race weuld be made in seven hours, and 
many wegers were made on the result of the 
contest on the way down the bay. The 
Puritan was standing outtbrongh the nar- 
rows under main sail, and jibat nine o'clock, 
when the judges’ boat, having on board 
Messrs. Tams, Schuyler and Stebbins, arrived 
at Tompkinsville, Staten Island. The Gen- 
erta also was under way, keading to 
the Narrows ugder her jib and the cutter’s 
mainsail was hoisted. Ine few minutes the 
easterly winds, which. had prevailed yester- 
dsy, leita heavy ground swell, which rolled 
in over the bar and west bank, making iteelf 
felt as the yachts under sail made their way 
through the Swash channel to Scotland light- 
ship, the starting point. The Genesta’s new 
bowsprit was admired by the yachismen, 
while the Puriten’s maivsail, which had been 
cleverly patched, showed no difference in its 
setting.

THE START MADE. 

The wit d was blowing a fresh breeze from 
the eastward, and the tide was one-quarter of 
an etb,when the preparatory signal was given 
at 11:30, follewed by the one to start at 11:55, 
The judges’ boat lay with her heal northward, 
one-eighth of a mile from Scotland lightship, 
ard the couree was east by north, twenty 
miles to the windward and retura. The Puii‘an 
lay hove to when the signal was given, wiile 
the Genesta lay near the imaginary line ready 
to stepover ina moment. By excellent man- 
agement, Captain Cracker sent tne Puritan 
acroes tho line first in handsome ehape, forty- 
one seconds after the whistle had biown, the 
Genesta following six seconds later, and to the 
leeward, about two hundred yards. The 
sea was quite heavy during the first hour of 
the race, and the Genesta showed her good 
weather qualities to advantage by running 
awsy from the white sloop with 
remarkable speed. The phenomenal 

ointing which finished the race of Mon- 

sy, had seemed to be the attribate 
of he Puritan alone, was now 
developed in the Genesta, and Sir Richard’s 
racing Heg drew ahead in a manner that made 
the pecple eee defeat and the certainty that 
the international challenge cup would go sau- 
ing eway in Sir Richard's cutter to the royal 
equedrobs off the ceatie of Cawes. 

THE GENESTA LEADING. ~- 

At 12:42 the Genesta was so far ahead that 
she concluded to get to the Puritan’s wind- 
ward, and soturning about on port tack, she 
crossed the Yankee sloop’s vow, and came 
abcut on starboard tack again on the Puri- 
ten’s weather bow. All this time the wind 
wes flattering, and 28 the yachts were 
eppreaching the Long Island shore, the wa- 
ter was getting smoother. When the Genesta 
had got to the windward of the Pariten the 
beautiful Boston boat seemed to become en- 
cowed with intelligence, and began to rua 
away from her adversary. So they held their 
tack, standirg well in toward the shore, 
until the hotels and cot‘ages of Long Beach 
spd Point Look Out wore passed. It was to 
the Puritsn’s advantage siay in smooth 
water as long as poesible, and when, at 1:10 

. m., the Genesta came about and stood out 
pS sea, ihces on the judges’ boat said:

ward. The breeze came in over rolling wa- 
ter from the southeast, and the yankee 
sloop crawled up ahead of the Geneste 
and increased her windward position at the 
fame time. At2:27 the Puritan was a mile 
aheed./ The wind was blowing ra idly again, 
By this time it was evident that teens would 
be bo race, nevertheless, as long as there was 
the ieast possibility ot the course being sailed 
within the limit of seven hours, 
the committee could not recall the yachts, At 
S:ll the Puritan came about on star board 
teck, and was followed by the Genesta four 
minutes later. The white sails of the Puritan 
were sliding over the water a mile and a half 
shead of the Genesta, when, at 4:10, the Puri- 
tan came about on port tack, and leaving her 
competitor, stood to the southeast. This did 
not seem to work eee gaye end in ten 
minutes the head sails of the Puritan shook in 
ihe wind, and she came abeut on starboard 
tack egain. 

At 5:25 betbv yachts came about, and it was 
ecgn that the Puritan was so far anead of her 
rival ss to make her victory a sure and 
glorious one if the race could be 
finished, but every one said 
thatthe finish was hopeless. The Puritan 
rounded the mark at 5:57, while a chorus of 
steosm whistles from the floating steamers 
greeted her. A moment later the Spinnaker 
wos broken cut to port, meking a beautiful 
picture as sheslipped away over the now al- 
most glarsy suriace of the swells toward the 
brilliant ‘sunset. 

THRE RACE Orr. 

The committee, finding that it was impossi- 
ble to sail the race in the seven hours, took 
tbe Genesta in tow, while the tug Scandena- 
vian was sent to bring the Puritan into the 
borseshoe. The yachts are to be started at 
10:30 tomorrow morning. The indications 
tonight are that the weather will continus 
light tomorrow. 

THE HISTORY OF THE CUP. 

The big, ewer shaped, solid silver trophy known 
es the Amcrica’s cup, emblematic of the yachting 
supremacy of the world, was originally offered by 
the Royal yacht squadron asa prize to be sailed 
for by yachts of all vations over the squadron's 
couse sround the Is’e of Wight. It has been fre- 
quently, but erroneously, calledthe Queen’s Cap. 
Eow it came to be won by tte yacht America has 
been often related, but will bear repetition now. 

The America’s cup. to capture which the 
Genesta has crossed the ocean, has been s1ccass- 
fully defended by American yachtsm en ever since 
it was first won by the America 3i yearsago. Dur- 
ing the progress 01 the world’s fair in Euglaod in 
}:51 theowners of the Americasent her to Enzg- 
Jand with the object of sailing a match, if one 
cculd be made on satisfactory terms for her, They 
éid not eyen know at the time that the Boyal 
Yacht &quuadron had offered a cup to be sailed for 
at Cowes, open to all nations, so thatit was with 
no idea of winning whatis now known as the 
America’s Cup that they crossed the ocean. They 
sued a ebaliernge totallinamatch against any 
British vessel whatever, for any sum up to 10,000 
guineas, but ro response was ever made to their 
challenge. 

Finally they decided to enter the Cowes regaita, 
ywhich was saied around the Isle oi Wi ntou Als 
gust °2. Thre were i8 entries for th * iceluding 
vessels renginve from 47 to 3@2 tons, the America 
Leing one Of the smallest, her tonnage registering 
rutli0O. The resuit of tne race was a periect sur- 
prise to the Evgtishmen, the America winning 
thecup by enrcboring at the finish 20 miuutes 
aheac*of the Aurora, while the restof the ficet 
vere leit far estern. The queen, according to Gea- 
«ral butier’s history of the America was watchiag 
for the finisb, aud thts conversation is said to have 
tuken plece between her and the signal master: 

The qucen—Sigpval master, are the yachts in 
sie bt? 

‘Yer, way it pleese your majesty.”’ 

“Vi hich is firs.?"’ 

“The America.”’ 

“Which is second?’’ 

‘‘Ah! your majesty, there is no second,” 

Tbe cup was won by the America became the 
abeolute property of the owners of the schooner— 
J.C Stevens. Edward A. stevens, Hamiiton Wilkes 
J Beekman Fisley and George L Schuyler. Oa 
July Sth, 1857, they transferred it to the New York 
Yacht club as a perpetual! challenge cup for which 
any organized yacht club of any nation might 
compete, through oneor moreolits members, 
with apy veese] of not less than thirtyor more 
than 300 tons mearurement, the coallengip party 
be ing bound to give six mopths’ notice, fixing the 
day of the start. 

Since then it bas been contes‘ed for time and 
egein but bes never leit America. It is now held 
by the New York boat club. Inthe meantime, 
rowever. the claim of Mr. Ashbury that under 
the conditions of the deed of gtit oy the original 
owners of the cup be was entitied to sailas many 
recee as be cculd eet authorities to represent 
tbem from English clubs had called at- 
tention to the loose manner in which the deed 
was Qrawp, and in Deecmber, 1881, the club re- 
turned the cupto George L. Schuyler, the only 
survivor of the old owner of the America. He again 
presented it for a challenge Cup, with the deed 
of giftro drawn as to prevent apy misconstruction 
iu the future, 

The challenge, out of which the contest begin- 
ning tomorrow has sprong, was sept by cable from 
the Royal Yacht squadron and the Northern Yacat 
cibb op February 26th last, Sir Richard Sutton’s 
Genc« sta and Lieutenant W. Henri’s Galatea being 
neamedas the yachts to sail for the cup. The 
errival of the Genesta and triel trips of the Pris- 
cilla and Puritan, both of which were bullt with 
a view to Gefendirg the cup, resulted in the selec- 
tion of the Puritan to represent America io the 
race, are too recent to require any detailed notice, 
Thesloop yacht Priscilla was built by James 
Gordon Benrett snd Vice Commodore William P. 
Dov glas for the avowed purpose of “killing” the 
Gepesta, bet the white hulled Parntan, whic 
peep copetructed at Boston by gentiemen of tue 
Fastern yacht ciub forthe seme end, spoiied any 
chences the former may have bad,

The majority report was adverse to the 
peseege of the bill. 

The minority report was in favor of a sub- 
stitute that the tax be levied and that one- 
sixth be given to the state university and the 
branch colleges of the state and five sixths be 
used for the maintenance of the public school 
system of the state of Georgia, 

Mr. Boyd advocated the adoption of the mi- 
nority report. He thought that the only way 
to make the public school system elective was 
to raise more money for educational purposes. 

Mr. Sneed favored the substitute as offered 
by the minority report. The friends of the 
university in all that they have said claimed 
that they favored the cause of education, now 
he wanted to test their sincerity and see what 
position they would take on the substitute. 

Mr. Calvin said that he was as strong a 
friend of education as any member of the 
house. He was in favor of appropriating mo- 
ney tothe state university, but he thought 
that sustaining the branch colleges in this way 
was out of the question. Mr. Calvin was op- 
posed to the substitute and was in favor of 
agreeing to the report made by a majority of 
the commitlee, which was against the passage 
of the bill, 

Mr. Gardner hoped that the report which 
was adverse to the passage of the bill would 
be edopted.

Tornado Statistics 

“ubsceriber, Anniston, Ale.: Please vive a few 
tornado statistics for the past three or four years. 

According to the signal service reports oneof the 
most destructive tornadoes om record within the 
Jast few years was that which yisited the town of 
Grinnell, Iowa, Junei7, 1882. It wasoneofl sev- 
eral that were reported from the western states 
the same day. Nearly half of the town of Grinnell 
was laid waste. The churches, business blocks 
and dwellings destroyed numbered about 150; and 
the money loss was estimated at between JIJ,° 
0C0 and $3,000,C00, Sixty-f ur persons were named

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ye exceeded 160; and 
others were injured. T 
where the reported damage j 
day instead of diminishing. 

Another tornado struck Rochester, Minn. 
August 21, i585, killing twenty-six people in the 
town and six near by, and seriously injuring filty- 
two. The damage to property was put at $400,000. 
A railroad train was lifted into the air and shat- 
tered by the wind on this occasion; and twenty 
passengers were more or less hurt. 

Nearly hfity persons were killed in several villa- 
ges lving north of Atlanta, Ga., by one tornado, 
and fourteen at Ambersons, Ala., on February 19, 
1284. In Rockingham, N.C., that day fifteen or 
twenty were killed, some persons being carried 
600 or 700 feet bodily in the air. Indeed no less 
than twenty seven such storms occurred the same 
day, in thesouthern states. The total loss of life 
irom all is put at 800 by Lieutenant Finley; the 
wounded 2,500; homeless, 15,000; loss of property. 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000, 

Twenty tornadoes occurred inthe region ex: 
tending from Illinois to North Carolina, March 25, 
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1sS4, killing scventy-seven people, wounding 298, 


and injuring property tothe extent of $950,000. 
Thirteen, on April 1, kiNed forty-zeven persons, 
wounded 356, and damaged property to the ex- 
tentof $650,000. Onein Ohio and three others iu 
Missouri and Iowa, April 27, 1884, killed eighteen, 
wounded 115, and involved losses amounting to 
$575,000. Three on September 9, last 
yeer, one at C lear Lake, near 
St Paul, Minn., and the other two in 
northwestern lowa, killed ten, wounded seyenty- 
five, destroyed 309 houses,and caused damage esti- 
mated at $4,000,000. The losses at some other 
places, from tornadoes, in the last few years, are 
thus recorded: Mount Carmel, Iil., Jane 4, 1877, 
killed sixteen, wounded filty, missing twenty-five, 
property $300,000; Dane county, Wis , May 24, 1878, 
killed thirty, wounded 100, property %200,090; 
Waltersboro, 8.C., April 17, 1879, killed fitteen,and 
bouses prostrated 100.

' The following is the substance of the railroad 
bill agreed to by the serate railroad committee, 
August 28th, 1885. This will give the railroads an 


equal right with all other property owners in tne 
state. It has certainly been a most arbitrary law 
to plece in the hands of three men the control of 
the entire railroad property of the State, from 
whose decision there was noappeal. This law 
has done more to stop the wheels of progress aud 
development in Georgia than all else, and we are 
proud (o see that the senate is taking a proper and 
equitable view of the subject. We hope the bill 
will be passed and agreed upon by the senate com- 
mittee. 

From the Gainesville Southron. 

Much has been said for and against the railroad 
com mission since it was created by the legislature 
in 1879, Atthe time of its passage the Southron 
was ene of its strongest advocates, and has stood 
by the law ever since, only asking from time to 
time that its imperfections might be illimiuated, 
and amendments mace to it that seemed just and 
right to the people of the state, the railroad com- 
panies and allconcerned. Weare still in favor oi 
the commission. and believe with the amend- 
ments recentiy proposed by the senate committee 
it will be well nigh perfect. 

Senator Brown and other railroad men, high in 
autherity, as well es most of the best business 
men of the state, have spoken out in favor o! this 
senate committee bill,and we ‘!o not hesitate to 
say we expect the legislature to pass it promptly, 
the goyervor to approve it without hesitation, 
ase ine people to say Amen! with nearly one ac- 
cord. 

We have examined the billasitcome from the 
committee very carefully, and must say that the 
care evidenced ip preparing it is a credit to the 
wisdom and statesmansbip of the members of that 
very important com mittee.

We have received a copy ofthe bill to modify 
the powers o/ the railroad commission, as agreed 
to by the senate’s railroad committee a lew days 
since. 

At present there is much dissatisfaction over 
the state regarding the absolute powers vested in 
the railroad commissioners of Georgia. This bill 
seems to so modify all the points over which s9 
much dGiseussion has been had as to 
meet all objections. One of the greatest 
objections to the commission as its pow- 
ers stand at presentis that no appeal! is allowed 
from its decisions. This bil! remedies all this,an:| 
provides ‘‘thatshall either party be dissatisfied 
with the decision ofthe eommissioners, or with 
any rule or regulation made by them in any case, 
such party shall have the right tocarry the same 
by appeal to the superior court of the county 
where the complaint ortginated.”’ 

It appears to us that this bill is a good one, and 
will so moderate the powers of the commission as 
to satisfy all—the railroads and the people. It is 
likely to be passed, and we trust it may, believing 
that if it does pass great gcod will result from it, 
From the Hamilton Jeurzal.

The 
Jersey coast and allether waters that the blue- 
fish formerly frequented are also berelt, and unite 
with Nantucket in harsh expressions towards the 
menhbaden fishers, Menhaden are - 
little larger than herring, and they 
have heretofore been the 900d upon 
which many bluefish and other fishes have 
crown so fineand great. There are now few or u9 
schools of menhaden. because men, living chielly 
ou the Maine coast, send out steamers to gather 
in, by the use of large nets, immense quantities 
of these fish for the foul smelling factories that 
produce oil and fertilizers. A cry now goes up 
from Maine to Virginia to congress to prohibit by 
stringent enactment the pursuit of menhadon 
within five miles of shore, When there are no 
menhbaden the greedy dolphins and clumsy por- 
poises pursue the few balf starved binefish thatdo 
comein, and to make the situation more tantal- 
izing they follow their game almost up to the 
breakers, Thousands of hardy fishermen are thus 
deprived of employment, aud thousands who do 
not follow the sea deplore this change among the 
inhabitants of the deep. 

Codfish and mackere! put money in the pockets 
of those who gain a living along thethores ofthe 
island; but when they catch a shark they are 
bothered to get much from him, In these waters, 
as in nearly all other seas of the wide. world, there 
are plenty of sharks, and a fee oftwo dollara will 
enable any one to go over the bar, where ae can 
murder as many sharks as he likes. It is a clear 
case of murder: foraiter one has seized the great 
hook, he is brought to the surface, fighting, of 
course, on the way up, and then he is dispatched 
by a blow on the head from a ciud, Unlike most 
fishes he has a well defined head, not wholly un- 
like an exaggerated head ol agood-uatured bull 
There are sand sharks and blue sharks, and 
both are roysterers, When the whale was beached 
at Sconset dozens of them came in and swam 
about it within fifty feet of shore, displaying their 
stropg backs and turniog as swiftly aud swimming 
as adroitiyas trout. They are the bandits as well 
as the scavengers of the seat, and have probably 
survived a thousand species of the finny tribe and 
are good for a thousand more,

The finback whale that lay in the suriat Scon- 
set nearly a week has been reduced to artictes of 
conmmerce, This wasdone at Provincetown at 
the end of Cape Cod. where there are works which 
take ina whale whole and boil him for all he is 
worth, Such works have rendered modern wha!- 
ing in the neighborhood of Cape Cod profitable. 
A steamer gathers in from fifty to one hundred 
whales a year, each worth about $590. The whales 
are either finbacks or bumpbacke, and some of 
them are Of greatsize. They areshot, the bomb 
being charged with dynaniite, and the explosion 
that follows il expected to finish the whale; bunt 
i: a vital part is not reached the immense mam.- 
mal goes aleng as | unusual had occurr- 
ed. Whales with seven such wounds have been 
taken Aftera whale is shot he sinks, and does 
rise in three or fourdays. The steamer goes 
on hunting for more whales, and returnsin season 
to look Jor the ones thatit sent tothe bottom of 
thesea. Asthe bombsol each steamer are of 
particular form and design, whoever fiads the 
whale holds itfor the owner, charging for the 
service twenty-tive dollars. This unwritten law 
of Cape Cod is never violated.

The life saving crews are readily recruited from 
the fishermen, and those who do not find employ- 
mentfrom September to Mayin the government 
service, catch codfish up to about Christmas week. 
In the fall codfish come in so close that they are 
sometimes caught from the beach, and can always 
be taken from dories in theshallow waters. When 
the storms oi winter put an end to codfishing the 
fishermen ‘‘lie up’’ and wait for wrecks. Let it 
not be said they hope vessels will .be dashed on 
their rock-bound island, When one does go ashore 
they hope, however, to be on hand to save all the 
property that salvage can be drawn from. The 
life sa¥ing stations save the lives, and the fisher. 
men the property of a wrecked vessel. Two years 
ago a vessel loaced with coal was driven ashore on 
Sconset beach,and before she went to pieces enough 
coal was taken out to keep the natives warm all 
winter. Not long aiterwards a vessel full of 
lumber wentashore, and her cargo was in part 
Jauded and distributed altogether differently than 
the shipper had planned. Thestorms of last wiuter 
wrecked a vessel with 1,500 bales of cotton on 
board; the wreckers saved £00 bales,and as the 
salvage was settled at 50 per cent, they must have 
received on account of their labors and risks about 
$1,500. A few days ago, when a nor’easter was 
blowing hard, word came that a vessel had been 
wrecked on Squaw beach, All the town went out 
to see the wreck, which wasa helpless one. Her 
bold and decks were full of curb stones—good 
granite curb stones; but if thereis anything Squaw 
does not want it is curb stones. She has nothing 
tocurb, And the question arose, what will the 
salyage be? Those curb stones have gone to the 
bottom. 

Only 3,5€0 people live on the island, although it 
contains 75 square miles of territory. At least 
3,000 of the number live in the town of Nantucket, 
and all of them live on what the sea brings them 
or has brought them, directly or indirectly. The 
remaining 5€O0 cateh fish or cultivate small farms 
near theshore. The potatoes and beans and tur: 
Dips and other agricultural products of the island 
come as much from the sea as the fish they catch, 
for all farming here 1s based on the use of kelp or 
seaweed. No farming is‘attempted far from shore, 
because wet kelp cannot be profitably carted over 
the sands. Even the summer yisitors are brought 
in om the sea. The sea lulis themjto sleep at night 
and supplies their Wants by day; and the boys and 
girls who go away irom the island to find new 
homes, are often homesick to get a sniff of the 
sait water ‘rom which they sprang. Much oftheir 
fuel and fence and building material is also 
wrested from the sea. One sees in the quaint old 
buildings and at the farm gates and in the care- 
fully preserved fences pieces of bent timber full 
of holes from which rusty bolts have been drawn 
clear reminders of some unkzown mysterious story 
of storm and disaster. If some of these old gate 
poststs could straighten up and talk, what tales of 
the sea they coald unfold.

THE STORY OF THE SCZENS AT 
YAP. 


The German Commander Warned by the Spanish 
Governor Not to Land—A Personal Scuiftis, 
Followed by the Worsting of the Gov- 
ernor—The Latest Developments,

Mapkrip, September 11.—It is stated that 
the Spanish commander at Manilla telegraphs 
that when it wasfound that the Germon itag 
had been hoisted at Yap, the governor of the 
Varolinese, Senor Babrilles, visited the com- 
mander of the gunboat Itlis and accused him 
of piracy and breach of international law. 
The German commander replied that he had 
simply obeyed orders. A hot argument en- 
sued, ending in sa scufile, when the German 
commander retired to his ship. The governor 
then boarded the Spanish man-of-war San 
Quentin, and requested the captain to fire on 
the Itlis. The captain refused, 
the governornor ot the Philippines 
having ordered him to avoid a conflict, Ba- 
brilles ordered the crew to fire, whereupon the 
captain drewa revolver and threatened to 
shoot the first man who obeyed or repeated 


the order. Babrilles again ordered the men 
to fire, when the captain shot Babrilles in the 
shoulder. Babrilles was afterwards taken as a 
risoner to Manilla, where his trial is proceed- 
ipg. The government formally deny that 
there was au altercation on shore, but are silent 
in regard towhatcccurred on theship. They 
adinit that Babrilles ordered that the Itlis be 


attecked. 


THE MILITARY RISING. 

The military rising in this city was limited 
to one of the largest barracks. The soldiers 
seized their afmsa and shouted “Death to our 
chief.’’ The authorities, who had feared an 
outbreak would occur, were prepared for the 
rising and rigorously suppressed it before it 
bad timeto assume formidable ‘proportions. 
Every precaution has been taken to prevent 
its recurrence. 

The Spanish note to Germany concludes 
with an expression of the hope that Germany 
will recognize the prior right of Spain over 
the islands, which the German cruisers have 
occupied. The Standard’s correspondent 
says: “I hear upon high authority that 
Spain, if Germany admits her right, will 
spontaneously insert in the Official Gazette 
an apology in the name of the king, .ghe 
government and the country for the insults 
to the German embassy.” 

The Spanish news today is ofa less peace- 
ful character than for several days past. Bel- 
licose manifestoes have been placerded in 
many towns. 

A dispatch to London from Madrid says 
that the socalled military rising published 
today occurred on the 7th inst., and was only 
2 sight disturbenee in one of the barracks 
caused by a few drunken soldiers. 

Admiral Tapete, under secretary of marine, 
has resigned, on account of the friendly terms 
empodied in the Spanish reply to Cermany 
respecting the Carolines affairs. 

A number of special dispatches to the news- 
papers in London state thet Senor Bralilles, 
governor of the Caroline islands, afler his 
arrest was taken to Yap, while others asserte 
that he was taken to Manilla. ; 


It is oflicially announced that there has 
been no official correspondence between Em- 
peror William and King Alfonso, regarding 
the Carolina islands. 

Count Benomar, the Spanish embassador at 
Berlin, bes been notified thatacourier has 
crossed the frontier bearing a note of apology 
from the Spanish government for the ailront 
to the German embassyat Madrid. Themem- 
hers of the German foreign office will be sum- 
moned tor consultation immediately on the 
arrival of the Spanish note. 

It seems that the object of Germany in an- 
vexing the Carolines was to obtain a port oi 
call for ships bound to New Guinea. She also 
expects an increase of trade with the Pac'fic 
or the completion of the Panama Cun.
